24-hour bus 
idea gets a lift 


O Councillor asks for inquiry into 24-hour transit on key bus routes 
O Transportation boss eyes Toronto system as good model

The wheels on the bus go round, 
and one city councillor wants to 
keep some going round the clock. 

Conn. Ben Henderson made a 
formal inquiry at yesterday’s 
transportation and public works 
committee meeting to look at 
providing 24-hour bus service on 
key routes. 

“We’ve always said that this is 
not a question of if we’re going 
to have to provide 24-hour tran¬ 
sit, but a matter of when,” Hen¬ 
derson said. 

Henderson’s proposal isn’t to 
have routes city-wide running all 
night, but for there to be specif¬ 
ic, designated routes. 

His inquiry comes after the 
city delayed a Responsible Hos¬ 
pitality Edmonton project to 
pilot a late night bus service on 
Whyte Avenue that would pick 


up late-night patrons and take 
them along a route to the South- 
gate Transit Centre. 

Residents in the Southgate 
area opposed the route, so it has 
been delayed to allow for public 
consultation. 

Henderson said the service has 
to reach further than Whyte 
Avenue, and transportation gen¬ 
eral manager Bob Boutilier 
agreed there are others who 
could benefit. 

“Certainly with the growth in 
hospitality... and the push more 
and more for the people who are 
on shift work for that safe, reli¬ 
able service, we have to ask are 
we there yet? What level are we 
able to go to?” he said. 

Boutilier said the Blue Night 
system in Toronto, a 24-hour bus 
network that operates mainly 
between transit centres after the 
subway shuts down, is something 
to look at. 

A report is expected by mid- 


Late-nlght transit 


► Currently, Edmonton Transit bus¬ 
es stop running around i:30 
a.m. and start again at 530 a.m. 

► City council first talked about 24- 
hour transit three years ago, at 
which time operating about one- 
third of the routes through the 
night was estimated to cost $13 
million. 

► According to Bob Boutilier, gen¬ 
eral manager of transportation, 
Responsible Hospitality Edmon¬ 
ton will likely announce within 
the next month when the pilot 
project on Whyte Avenue will go 
forward. It was originally sched¬ 
uled to run from Sept. 2 until 
Nov. 26.

Travellers at the Edmonton 
International Airport last 
Monday may have been ex¬ 
posed to the measles virus. 

Alberta Health Services 
confirmed yesterday an un¬ 
immunized passenger on 
Air Canada Flight AC244 
has the “veiy contagious” 
disease, and could have in¬ 
fected many others. 

“The people on the 
flight will have been ex¬ 
posed to the measles virus 
and also the people in the 
arrivals area of the Edmon¬ 
ton International Airport 
on Aug. 15 from 7 to 
9:30 p.m.,” said Dr. Marcia 
Johnson, medical officer of 
health with AHS’ Edmon¬ 
ton zone. 

The two-hour window is 
the time the airborne virus 
can stay active, she said. 

“People that are protect¬ 
ed are people over the age 
of 41. That’s because at 
that time we didn’t have a

Measles symptoms 
and danger: 

Five per cent of the popu¬ 
lation not being 
immunized is enough to 
cause a measles outbreak, 
said Dr. Marcia Johnson, 
AHS medical officer of 
health. 

Symptoms of measles in¬ 
clude fever, sore eyes, sore 
throat and a rash for about 
a week. Immune globulin 
can be given in the first 
four or five days after ex¬ 
posure, but the time has 
passed for the remedy in 
this case.

One of the strongest earth¬ 
quakes ever recorded on 
the East Coast of the Unit¬ 
ed States shook buildings 
and rattled nerves yester¬ 
day, forcing the evacua¬ 
tion of parts of the 
Capitol, White House and 
Pentagon. 

There were no immedi¬ 
ate reports of deaths, but 
there were some injuries, 
according to Washington 
fire officials. 

The U.S. Geological Sur¬ 
vey said the quake regis¬ 
tered magnitude 5.8 and 
was centred about 64 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of Rich¬ 
mond, Va. 

Two nuclear reactors at 
the North Anna Power Sta¬ 
tion, in the same county as 


the epicenter, were auto¬ 
matically taken off line by 
safety systems, said Roger 
Hannah, a spokesman for 
the U.S. Nuclear Regulato¬ 
ry Commission. 

Obama, who is vacation¬ 
ing on Martha’s Vineyard, 
led a conference call yes¬ 
terday afternoon with top 
administration officials, 
including the administra¬ 
tor of the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management 

Agency. 

The last quake of equal 
power to strike the East 
Coast was in New York in 
1944. The largest East 
Coast quake on record was 
a 7.3 that hit South Caroli¬ 
na in 1886.

Rebels reclaim city 


O Anti-Gadhafi forces have taken over most of the country O Libyan 
leader’s hometown city, Sirte, one of the few areas still under his control 


Hundreds of Libyan rebels 
stormed Moammar Gad- 
hafl’s compound yesterday, 
charging wildly through 
the s 5 mibolic heart of the 
crumbling regime as they 
killed loyalist troops, loot¬ 
ed armouries and knocked 
the head off a statue of the 
besieged dictator. But they 
found no sign of the man 
himself 

The storming of Bab al- 
Aziziya, long the nexus of 
Gadhafl’s power, marked 
the effective collapse of his 
42-year-old regime. But 
with Gadhafl and his pow¬ 
erful sons still unaccount¬ 
ed for, and gun battles 
flaring across the nervous 
city, the flghters cannot 
declare victory. 

The rebel force entered 
the compound after fight¬ 
ing for five hours with Gad¬ 
hafl loyalists outside, using 



mortars, heavy machine- 
guns and anti-aircraft guns. 

They beat and killed 
some of those who defend¬ 
ed the compound and 
hauled away crates of 


weapons and trucks with 
guns mounted on the back 
in a frenzy of looting. 

Gadhafi has not been 
heard firom since Sunday, 
when rebels entered 


Tripoli and he delivered a 
series of angiy and defiant 
audio messages that were 
apparently phoned in 
to state television.

Chile braces for shutdown 

O Chile president warns citizens against ‘temptations’ of populism 
O Government dismisses protest demands as ‘utopian’ ideals 


“It’s painful to see those working so 
hard to paralyze Chile.”

Chile is bracing for a na¬ 
tionwide, two-day shut¬ 
down as unions, students 
and centre-left political 
parties demand funda¬ 
mental changes in socie¬ 
ty. 

They want to replace 
Chile’s dictatorship-era 
constitution with a new 
charter enabling popular 
referendums and making 
free quality education a 
right for all citizens. 


They also want pension 
reforms, new labour rules 
and more health-care 
spending. 

Chile’s largest union 
coalition called the strike 
for today and Thursday to 
join forces with the high 
school and university stu¬ 
dents boycotting classes 


for three months now. 

They have support 
from the centre-left coali¬ 
tion that governed Chile 
for 20 years before Presi¬ 
dent Sebastian Pinera 
brought the right wing 
back last year. 

Transportation workers 
and daycare providers al¬ 


so plan to strike, strand¬ 
ing millions of other 
Chileans. 

Pinera said yesterday, 
“We are perfectly con¬ 
scious that our country 
has many unpaid debts, 
that there are many prob¬ 
lems that remain unre¬ 
solved, many of which 
were caused decades ago.” 

Chile’s economy could 
lose $400 million.

The company founded and 
run by Evan Reas has 10 
employees and $6 million 
in investor funding. Reas’s 
business concept is simple: 
his website, lal.com, allows 
college students to flirt on¬ 
line. And U.S. college stu¬ 
dents apparently don’t get 
to flirt enough in real life — 
thousands have signed up. 

Reas himself is still just 
26. He’s one of the super-en¬ 
trepreneurs trained at Stan¬ 
ford University’s “Facebook 
class.” 

“The class was extremely 
practical,” says Reas. 

“(Professor B.J. Fogg) 
taught us the theoiy of en¬ 
trepreneurship, but expect¬ 
ed us to use it in the real 
world and tiy it out with 
small experiments to at¬ 
tempt to do it ourselves,” 
says Reas. 

“He wanted us to talk to 
users and to get real data 
ourselves rather than just 
reading it in a book.” 

The class, launched by 
Fogg and Dave McClure in 
2007, hasn’t just spawned 
Reas and lal.com. In fact, its 
main result is a new genera¬ 
tion of companies that 
make money on Facebook 
apps. The first-year students 
designed apps that attract¬ 
ed 16 million users. 


“The concept of this class 
had never been tried be¬ 
fore,” explains Professor 
Fogg. “The students built re¬ 
al things and put them out 
in the world. I told them to 
drop out if they didn’t like 
challenges.” 

Their seminar was, in 
essence, a boot camp for fu¬ 
ture Silicon Valley stars. 
Many are now millionaires, 
at least on paper. 

Akshay Kothari, 25, took 
the class last year and 
founded Pulse.me, an app 
that allows users to create a 
screen mosaic of their 
favourite news sites. 

Since launching 14

months ago. Pulse has gained 
milhon users, $10 milhon in 
funding and an endorse¬ 
ment from Steve Jobs. 

Fogg says starting a suc¬ 
cessful company is actually 
fairly simple. “The biggest 
mistake companies make 
is to overthink.” he says. 

“They make their prod¬ 
ucts too complicated, add 
way too many features, 
and delay launching for 
fear of failure. Successful 
apps are simple, social and 
fim.” 


Creative payoff

There is immeasurable 
character and wonder to 
be discovered in the mys¬ 
tic landscape of Gabriola 
Island, in the Gulf Islands 
of British Columbia. 

Within minutes of arriv¬ 
ing, there’s a good chance 
you’ll spot an eagle soar¬ 
ing, watch deer scamper¬ 
ing along the road or pass 
by the alpaca farm. 

Ancient petroglyphs 
are carved into sandstone 
throughout the island, 
which is a 20-minute ferry 
ride from Nanaimo. 

There are more than a 
dozen beaches and ocean- 
side spots to visit, including 
the Malaspina Galleries, a 
stunning 3.5-metre natural 
sandstone formation creat¬ 
ed by years of wave erosion. 
But the wondrousness isn’t 
limited to the terrain. 

According to the Gabrio¬ 
la Arts Council, the island 
has the fifth highest con¬ 
centration of artists in all 
of Canada. The island is of¬ 
ten referred to as the “Isle 


of the Arts.” 

“There’s a real work eth¬ 
ic amongst the artists here,” 
said Ramsey, who is presi¬ 
dent of the council. “They 
go out to their studio on 
Monday and come out on 
Friday with a whole body of 
work done.” 

Another intriguing char¬ 
acteristic about Gabriola is 
the high number of vintage 
cars that are seen during 
the summer months. Until 
recently, the local newspa¬ 
per would publish a feature 
on a different vehicle eveiy 
month.

and schools also need to do 
more to help students by 
providing them with co-op 
experience while in 
school, regardless of their 
GPA. 

Schools should also pro¬ 
vide hands-on experience 
during class time. For ex¬ 
ample, case studies are a 
great way to practice new 
problem solving skills that 
employers are looking for. 

Also, schools should 
constantly update courses 
to better assist students. 
When I graduated in 2010, 
I learned nothing about so¬ 
cial media and its relation 
to marketing, a knowledge 
base that would have been 
highly useful upon gradua¬ 
tion. 

My recommendation to 
students would be this: 

find an internship or 
part-time position while 
you’re still in school so 
you can get your foot in 
the door.

The above quote is as 
true at work as it is in 
life, except that in work¬ 
place law there is always 
an exception. Here is a 
sampling of some of the 
questions readers of this 
column frequently ask 
and the answers I often 
provide. 

Performance appraisals 

When assessing merit, 
your appraisals matter. 
When assessing sever¬ 
ance, they are mostly ir¬ 
relevant. This is because 
poor performance is sel¬ 
dom cause for dismissal. 
Similarly, there is no 
such concept as “near 
cause”, which means 
there is no correlation 
between your level of 
performance and the 
quantum of severance 
you will ultimately re¬ 
ceive. Therefore, if you 
are fired and it relates to 
performance, you should 
receive the same sever¬ 
ance as if it did not. 

Letters of reference 

Employees believe they 
are always entitled to a 
reference. However, 
there is no rule or law 
compelling a reference, 
no matter how long or 
meritorious your service. 

Employment contracts 

If there is a written con¬ 
tract, it has to meet a 
number of tests. You 
must, at least, be given 
the opportunity to nego¬ 
tiate or those terms that 
are punitive may not be 
enforced later on. This 
rule also applies during 


the course of employ¬ 
ment, except that some¬ 
thing of greater value 
must also be offered, such 
as a raise or a promotion, 
in exchange for a con¬ 
tract. Otherwise, the 
courts have reasoned, an 
employer could unilater¬ 
ally impose new terms, 
and you would be left 
without the leverage to 
negotiate or refuse. 

Resignations 

If you resign with advance 
notice and your employer 
asks you to immediately 
leave, are you entitled to 
pay for the remaining pe¬ 
riod of notice? Yes. Un¬ 
less you signed a contract 
that says otherwise, gen¬ 


erally you must be paid. 

Independent contractor 
agreements 

It usually will not matter 
that workers have signed 
agreements confirming 
they are independent 
from their employers. 
When this characteriza¬ 
tion is challenged, often 
many years later, courts 
are apt to find these work¬ 
ers were truly employees. 
No surprise there. Many 
times the contract repre¬ 
sented little else than a 
“label”. What actually 
matters is how the parties 
behaved.

Although it’s farewell, it 
might not be goodbye. 

“1 have not ruled out ei¬ 
ther player being back here 
in 2012,” Blue Jays general 
manager Alex Anthopoulos 
said after announcing yes¬ 
terday that second base- 
man Aaron Hill and 
infielder John McDonald 
had been traded to the Ari¬ 
zona Diamondbacks for sec¬ 
ond baseman Kelly 
Johnson. 

All three players can be 
free agents in the off-sea¬ 
son. 

“This is all I’ve known, 
this has been my family,” 
Hill told the media at 
Rogers Centre before the 
Blue Jays game with the 
Kansas City Royals last 
night. “Like Alex said. I’m 


veiy open to coming back 
next year. This isn’t the 
end.” 

Added McDonald: “I’ve 
had a lot of conversations 
with Alex recently about 
just that, about continuing 
to be a Toronto Blue Jay, 
and that excites me too.” 

The 29-year-old Johnson, 
long rumoured to be an An¬ 
thopoulos target, has ap¬ 
peared in 114 games for 
Arizona this season, post¬ 
ing a .209 average with 18 
home runs, 49 RBls and 13 
stolen bases. 

A first-round pick of the 


Atlanta Braves in 2000, 
Johnson is a career .260 hit¬ 
ter with 89 home runs and 
326 RBls in 758 games. 

“He has the ability to get 
on base, draw some walks 
and he’s got power to all 
fields,” Anthopoulos said. 
“He’d be the first one to tell 
you. I’m sure, he’s not per¬ 
forming the way he expect¬ 
ed to, especially off the year 
he came off of last year.” 

Players must clear 
waivers to be traded after 
July 31 and Anthopoulos 
said all the Blue Jays players 
cleared early in August as a 


matter of club policy. 

It was at that time that 
talks with the Diamond- 
backs on a possible deal 
started to take place. 

Hill has struggled the 
last two seasons with the 
Blue Jays, but said he will 
cherish his time in Toronto, 
noting the club’s bright fu¬ 
ture. 

“This team will win. The 
way they’re going, the di¬ 
rection they’re going, with 
Alex and eveiybody, 1 do be¬ 
lieve this team will win,” 
Hill said. 

Both McDonald and Hill 
will have a chance to play 
in the post-season with Ari¬ 
zona in contention for the 
National League West’s ti¬ 
tle.

Forza Motor¬ 
sport 3, which was released 
in 2009, notched Best Driv¬ 
ing Game awards from USA 
Today and IGN, in addition 
to a Game of the Year nod 
from The Associated Press. 

One of the big advance¬ 
ments in Forza 4 is the in¬ 
clusion of the all-new 
Autovista Mode. Described 
by Ekberg as a “virtual 
showroom,” the mode, 
which is exclusive to the 
game, allows players to ex¬ 
amine real-life cars just as 
if they were viewing them 
at a dealership — a really 
expensive dealership that 
is. 

The Ferrari 458 Italia, 
Ferrari California, and 
McLaren FI are just a few 
of the cars to be featured in 
this mode. 


“It’s a way to experience 
cars in a way you’ve never 
been able to do so before,” 
said Ekberg. 

Paired with the 360’s 
motion-sensing Kinect de¬ 
vice, players in Auto vista 
can move their body left or 
right and the camera will 
move the same way around 
the car. With no controller 
required, they can physical¬ 
ly crouch down to check 
out the wheels, open the 
doors to look inside the car, 
or even pop the hood to 
check out the engine. As 
well, players can place 
their hand over certain 
“points of interest,” and 
it’ll bring up information 
about the cars. 

“If you’re a car lover, 
you can come to Autovista 
Mode and find out about 


and really appreciate these 
cars and maybe learn some¬ 
thing you didn’t already 
know,” said Ekberg. “If 
you’re not a big car fan, we 
want you to come to this 
mode, learn about cars and 
maybe that blossoms into a 
car passion throughout the 
rest of your life.” 

While Autovista Mode is 
a nice addition to the 
game, at its heart Forza is a 
racing game, and Ekberg 
says it won’t disappoint in 
that regard. 

A new lighting engine 
has been added to enhance 
the game’s silky-smooth 
graphics, while the Kinect 
will be integrated into the 
driving experience by al¬ 
lowing players to move the 
camera by simply tilting 
their head. 


To create the realistic race 
tracks featured in the 
game. Turn 10 
photographed, filmed and 
GPS-ed different locales in 
the world. Ekberg says 
that attention was paid to 
even the smallest details, 
such as creating blinding 
snow effects in some 
tracks, for example. 

The developer has also 
partnered with Pirelli, 
gaining full access to the 
company’s tire data. The 
desired goal was to 
achieve a driving d3maniic 
that closely mirrors real- 
life cars and their interac¬ 
tion with the roads. 

“We take our physics 
seriously,” said Turn lO’s 
Brian Ekberg. “We spent 
an incredible amount of 
investment into our 
physics, because we 
believe it’s important to 
be as realistic and as true 
to life as we possibly can.” 

While many 
simulation racing games 
can seem intimidating to 
new players, Ekberg says 
his team ensured that 
Forza 4 is different. The 
game does have a new 
simulation steering mode 
that is designed for “hard¬ 
core people,” but gamers 
on the opposite end of the 
spectrum will be looked 
after as well. 

“Depending on your 
skill level, you can still 
have a good time with 
this game,” Ekberg said. 

“We have a lot of 
assists you can turn on — 
steering assists, braking 
assists. Even if you don’t 
have a lot of experience 
pla34ng games, you can 
come in, get inside this 
Ferrari 458 and blast 
around the track and 
have a great time.”

Their off¬ 
road systems are left entire¬ 
ly dormant... forever. 

Automakers that con¬ 
struct similar products 
know this, yet they still 
make ‘em as if they were 
about to head into some 
boulder-strewn nether-re¬ 
gion where most people 
and their machineiy fear to 
drive.

The interior has been 
similarly addressed. On ful¬ 
ly loaded models, the wood 
trim is tasteful, the stitched 
leather seat covers are invit¬ 
ing and the satin-nickel gar¬ 
nish is subtly restrained. 

Initially there will be on¬ 
ly two M-Class editions. The 
ML350 BlueTEC 4MAT1C 
comes with a 3.0-litre V6 
turbo-diesel that resembles 
the previous engine in 
terms of displacement only. 
Its cylinder walls have been 
coated with a friction-fight¬ 
er that eliminates the need 
for cast iron liners. 

Mercedes-Benz claims 
that this and other im¬ 
provements have led to a 
three-per-cent improve¬ 
ment in fuel economy. 

The Turbo-diesel now 
generates 240 horsepower 
and 455 pound-feet of 


torque, compared to the 
outgoing 3.0’s 210 horses 
and 400 pound-feet of 
torque. 

Also available is a 3.5- 
litre gasoline V6 that’s rat¬ 
ed at 302 horsepower, a 
34-horsepower up-tick from 
the previous 268 rating. 

In this instance, the 3.5 
benefits from direct-injec¬ 
tion technology whereby 
fuel is sprayed at extremely 
high pressure directly into 
the combustion chambers, 
instead of into the intake 
manifold. 

The turbo-diesel expect¬ 


ed to achieve 11.0 1/100 km 
in the city and 7.6 on the 
highway (improved from 
11.1/8.0). Meanwhile, the 
gasoline powerplant is esti¬ 
mated at 13.8/10.0 (previ¬ 
ously 14.1/10.2). 

Also assisting on the fuel¬ 
saving front for both en¬ 
gines is a new seven-speed 
automatic transmission 
with a more efficient — 
less power-sapping — 
torque converter. 

The M-Class’s road man¬ 
ners have also been sharp¬ 
ened with “Agility Control” 
active damping that varies 


the ride and stability char¬ 
acteristics according to 
road conditions. 

During normal driving, 
the ride is relatively soft, 
while for sudden or sharp 
turns the shock absorbers 
instantly firm up. 

To supplement the per¬ 
manently engaged 4MO- 
TION all-wheel-drive 
system, buyers can select 
an optional “On & Offroad” 
package with six selectable 
transmission modes. 

Luxuiy is one thing and 
features are another, but 
technology in terms of 
what’s under the skin as 
well as capability are what 
set Mercedes-Benz apart 
from the crowd. 

In that respect, even the 
estimated base price of 
$63,000 seems fair. It’s just 
too bad that most buyers 
will never fully realize the 
capability of the M-Class. 
The mall, school drop-offs 
and rush-hour traffic are 
such rudimentaiy tasks for 
a machine that’s capable of 
intense adventure once the 
pavement disappears.

So, here I am, wearing an 
ill-fitting lab coat and look¬ 
ing like a chemistry class 
whiz. 

Where I am is at Valvo- 
line’s headquarters getting 
the 411 on engine oil, that 
precious substance that 
keeps the world’s internal- 
combustion engines func¬ 
tioning. 

As part of the learning 
process, Valvoline’s 

chemists invited the Wheel¬ 
base staff to try its hand at 


mixing small batches of en¬ 
gine oil with a variety of 
colourful ingredients. In 
short order, it becomes ob¬ 
vious just how complicated 
this task really is, which is 
the point of the exercise. 

Motor oil, we quickly 
learn, is a highly technical 
concoction that keeps our 
vehicles running in top 
form. We’re also told that 
engine oil has had to evolve 
to match the increasing de¬ 
mands placed on engines, 
as well as the change in 
their physical makeup.

better today because today’s 
engines need it to be better. 

We also learn a bit about 
the ingredients that make 
up the slippeiy stuff. 

Conventional motor oil 
is comprised of about 80 
per cent base stock that vir¬ 
tually eveiy refineiy pro¬ 
duces from crude oil. The 
remaining 20 per cent is ad¬ 
ditives developed by indi¬ 
vidual oil companies, such 
as Valvoline, according to 
the company’s own unique 
formulas, and blended for 
specific uses. 

Additives include deter¬ 
gents, wear and corrosion 
inhibitors, anti-oxidants 
plus other chemicals that 
help keep moving parts 
clean and functioning at 
cooler temperatures. 

They also reduce friction, 
stop dirt and foreign de¬ 
posits from coming into 
contact with metal sur¬ 
faces, seal gaps between the 
piston rings and cylinder 
walls and prevent water 
and acids (a by-product of 
combustion) from causing

what is synthetic engine 
oil? 

The term “synthetic oil” 
might have you believe 
that it is somehow 
artificial and made from 
something other than con¬ 
ventional oil. 

However, the raw material 
that's used as the basis for 
synthetic oil is usually de¬ 
rived from a variety of 
sources, such as crude oil, 
natural gas and vegetable 

engine damage. 

According to Valvoline, 
additives only function for 
a specific time (depending 
on how hard they are ex¬ 
pected to work) before they 
are depleted and engine 


or animal by-products. 

► They have been blended 
and highly refined so that 
they are in a relatively 
pure state (hence their 
added cost). 

► The primary advantages to 
synthetic oil is that its pro¬ 
vides better performance 
in low-temperature condi¬ 
tions (including cold- 
weather starts where 
much engine wear occurs) 
and works more efficiently 
when combined with spe¬ 
cific oil additives. 

wear and tear begins. That’s 
why it’s important to have 
the oil and oil filter re¬ 
placed at the proper inter¬ 
val. The owner’s manual 
will indicate the recom¬ 
mended frequency, but 


5,000 to 8,000 kilometres is 
a good rule of thumb. The 
lower number is limit for 
frequent stop-and-go driv¬ 
ing, towing, operating a ve¬ 
hicle in dusty and/or sandy 
conditions, or driving dur¬ 
ing extreme hot or cold 
temperatures. Talk to most 
finicky drivers and they’ll 
usually tell you they reli¬ 
giously stick to the 5,000- 
kilometre-limit between 
changes. Engine oil is grad¬ 
ed according to its viscosity, 
or its ability to flow Most 
passenger-car engines are 
rated for using multi-grade 
oil, which means they’ll 
work well in both hot and 
cold conditions. 

Again, your owner’s 
manual or service techni¬ 
cian can advise as to which 
grade of motor oil is correct 
for your vehicle.

Cadillacs of yesteryear 
were big, imposing 
expressions of Ameri¬ 
can affluence and con¬ 
fidence. Mobsters, 
movie stars and other 
big shots loved them, 
and used them to 
extend their A-type 
personalities. 

Then something happened 
during the 1970s. They lost 
their Mojo and starting 


hanging out with the 
wrong crowd — retired 
Floridians who favoured 
white golfing slacks and/or 
dinner theatre. 

Cadillac gradually got its 
‘cred back, mostly through 
a veiy successful new exte¬ 
rior design language called 
Art and Science, which de¬ 
buted on the original CTS 
in 2002. Those sharp angles 
and crisp lines were not 
universally loved, but they 
definitely gave Cadillac a 
decisive and modem per¬ 
sonality. 

What’s next? 

Well, we now have some 
idea, thanks to the unveil¬ 
ing of the Ciel concept, at 
last weekend’s Concours 
d’Elegance classic car show 
at the Pebble Beach coun¬ 
try club in California. 

I wasn’t there, which is 


just as well, because we all 
know that part of Califor¬ 
nia just sucks (OK, maybe 
some sour grapes talking). 

But we have pictures 
and they reveal that the 
Ciel — French for sky and 
pronounced “C-L” — is 
evolving Cadillac’s Art and 
Science design toward a 
more flowing direction. 
Not quite a river, but defi¬ 
nitely less geometry class. 


The other intent of Ciel 
is to announce that Cadil¬ 
lac is anxious to once again 
have a big halo t 5 q)e vehicle 
in its portfolio, which it 
could stack against the 
range-topping models from 
rivals BMW and Mercedes- 
Benz (7 Series and S Class 
Sedans, respectively). 

As such Ciel is big. It sits 
on a 125-inch wheelbase, 
and is 12 inches longer 


than Cadillac’s current 
biggest sedan, the CTS. The 
“open air grand tourer” 
body style, complete with 
suicide doors, is purpose¬ 
fully extravagant, as are the 
interior accoutrements and 
conveniences. 

The hybrid powerplant 
is a sign of the times: 3.6- 
litre V6 with twin tur¬ 
bochargers, and 

lithium-battery powered 


electric motor. 

“The Ciel is about the ro¬ 
mance of the drive,” noted 
Clay Dean, Cadillac’s global 
design director. 

“It emulates the great 
touring cars seen on the 
greens at Pebble Beach, but 
with a more modem flair 
that projects Cadillac’s vi¬ 
sion for the future.” 

Unfortunately the total¬ 
ly topless Ciel is a bit too 
out there for production. 

Only the styling cues 
and some finishes, like the 
vintage wood treatment 
and Cabernet paint job will 
make it into production. 
(The latter inspired by the 
“rich translucence of a 
glass of red wine held up to 
the sunlight.”) 

But good on Cadillac for 
shooting big. Ciel is a nice 
shot.

Cars that use battery power 
are becoming more com¬ 
mon, but not all of them 
are meant to mn on elec¬ 
tricity alone. Some au¬ 


tomakers, including CM, 
are adding electric motors 
to engines for a conven¬ 
tional level of power with 
lower fuel consumption. 

A new system called eAs¬ 
sist will be available later 
this year on the 2012 Buick 
LaCrosse and Regal. “It will 
be more than a 25 per cent 
(firel economy) improve¬ 
ment over the 2011,” says 
Daryl Wilson, lead develop¬ 


ment engineer for LaCrosse 
and Regal eAssist. 

The vast majority of the 
improvement will be from 
the eAssist, and the rest 
from aerod 3 mamic im¬ 
provements and more fuel- 
efficient tires. 

Called “light electrifica¬ 
tion” technology, the sys¬ 
tem includes a small 
electric motor-generator at¬ 
tached to the gasoline en¬ 


gine, and a 29-kilogram 
power pack containing a 
lithium-ion battery and 
power inverter. 

When you’re driving a 
conventional car and you 
press the throttle to get 
more power, the engine 
works harder and uses 
more fuel. With eAssist, 
the electric motor provides 
up to 15 horsepower to the 
engine, which doesn’t have 


to work as hard. Since elec¬ 
tric motors make their firll 
power as soon as they start 
up that extra boost of pow¬ 
er is available when you 
press the throttle. 

Like a hybrid, the eAssist 
system shuts off the gaso¬ 
line engine at idle, such as 
when sitting at a red light 
(the lights, heater and 
stereo continue to operate) 
and starts it up again when 


you’re ready to take off. 

“Another key feature is 
that we cut fuel to the en¬ 
gine during deceleration,” 
Wilson says. “We do this at 
high speeds in all CM cars, 
but this one can be done 
right down to zero, en¬ 
abled by the ability to 
smooth torque distur¬ 
bances with the electric 
motor as you’re getting 
down to lower speeds.”

Common issues 

Well-documented 
problems with the G6’s 
electric power steering 
may result in a loss of 
power steering assist — 
meaning the steering 
could become stiff and feel 
“locked up” at speed. 

This safety issue was ad¬ 
dressed by a service 
bulletin, and any GM me¬ 
chanic should be able to 
check and replace the 
troublesome parts. 

A check of the vehicle’s 
suspension and front-end 
is also advised. 

Verdict 

Opt for a newer, used G6, 
and you’ll likely find an af¬ 
fordable, solid and sporty 
driving companion. 

Expect above-average 
sportiness and 
performance, and below- 
average resale value.
